The Depoſition of Hannah Fox well. 


HANNAH FOXWELL, of the city of 
Wells, in the county of Somerſet, ſpinſter,, 
aged twenty-one years, a witneſs produced. 
and ſworn. 5 

To the firſt and fifth artieles of the 
ſaid allegation, this deponent ſaith, that 
the firſt eame to know Catherine New- 
ton, party in this cauſe, by her reſiding 
at Wells with her father, the Dean of 
Wells, and coming to viſit at her aunt's 
(Mrs. Wickham's) who lives directly op- 
pofite to the houſe of Mr. John Rocke, 
a ſurgeon and man-midwife at Wells, with 
whom this deponent lived ſervant from 
the month-of April, 1780, for a twelve- 
month: that very ſhortly after this de- 
_ went ſervant to Mrs. Wickham, 
Ars. Newton took a houſe, as the depo- 
nent was informed, at Stowey, and went 
to reſide there, but ſtill continued viſiting 
at her aunt's, and thereby this deponent 

became 
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became well acquainted with her perſon 
and this deponent hath, at times, previous 
to her going to reſide at Stowey, teen her 
walking about Wells with Captain Ack- 
land: but further to theſe articles ſhe can- 
not depoſe. 

To the ſeventh, eighth, ninth, and 
tenth articles of the ſaid allegation, this 
deponent faith, that on a morning, hap- 
pening ſome time in, or about the month 
of Auguſt or September, 1780, and whilſt 
the deponent lived ſervant with the ſaid 
Mr. Rocke, this deponent well remem- 
bers, that Mrs. Newton came and break- 
faſted with Mr. and Mrs. Rocke; but 
what converſation paſſed between them 
then, ſhe knows not: that ſome time 
in, or about the beginning of Otober, 
1780, this deponent was firſt intormed 
by Mr. Rocke, that he had let ſome rooms 
in his houſe, which were then occupied 
by a Dr. Stevenſon, to ſome ladies ; and 
that Dr, Stevenſon muſt go out; for that 
they wanted to be there; and Dr, Steven- 
ſon did accordingly quit the ſaid lodgings, 
ſome time in, or about the latter end of 
the ſaid month of October, 1780, And 
this deponent ſaith, that Mrs. Rocke in- 
formed this deponent, that one of the la- 
dies that was coming was named Smith, 

A 2 and 
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and that ſhe was out of her mind; and 
ſhe at firſt ſaid, that the ſaid lady was with 
child, but afterwards told the deponent 
ſhe was not with child ; and that it was 
only the lady's whim. And this depo- 
nent further ſaith, that, on a Monday 
night, happening about three or four days 
after Dr. Stevenion had left the ſaid lodg- 
ings, Mr. Rocke having been out on 
horieback all day, the ſaid Mrs. Rocke 
before her huſband canic home, and at 
about ten o'clock) directed the deponent 
and the ſervant boy to go to bed ; which 
was the more unuſual, by reaſon that the 
boy always fat up to take his maſter's 
korſe into the ſtable. That this deponent's 
fellow ſcrvant, Patty Forſtor, who was a 
ſtranger in Wells, and had been in the 
ſervice of Mr. Rocke about fix weeks 
was permitted to fit up. And this depo- 
nent ſaith, that the next morning, ſhe 
found that the two ladies who were ex- 
pected, were come ; and was told by Mrs. 
Rocke, that they came between twelve 
and one that morning : and Mrs. Rocke 
told this deponent, that the lady, who 
was diſordered, in her ſenſes, did not 
chooſe to ſee any body that ſhe could help 
ſeeing ; and this deponent was not, there- 
fore, permitted to wait on the ſaid ladies; 
but, 
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but, during the whole time they were in 
Mr. Rocke's houſe, they were conſtantly 
attended and waited on by Mr. and Mrs. 
Rocke only. And this deponent faith, 
that having in converſation with Mary 
Kerle, mentioned to her the circumſtance 
pre-depoſed to, the ſaid Mary Kerle, in 
about a week or ten days afterwards, told 
this deponent, that ſhe had ſeen one of the 
ſaid ladies at the window, and that ſhe was 
poſitive it was Mrs. Newton ; and there- 
tore this deponent determined herſelf to 
be convinced thereof ; and, in about three 
days afterwards, this deponent being up 
ſtairs for the purpoſe of making the bed, 
in which the ſud two ladies ſlept, and 
the bed room being next adjoining to the 
dining-room, wherein they ſat in the day- 
time, this deponent went ſoftly, up to the 
door : and this deponent ſaith, that the 
ſaid door, which ſeparated the ſaid two 
rooms, did not ſhut cloſe by at leaſt a 
third of an inch ; and this deponent was 
enabled thereby to look into the ſaid din- 
ing-room, and, through the ſaid opening, 
did there plainly ſee Mrs. Newton, fitting 
between Mr. and Mrs. Rocke; and there 
was alſo another lady in the ſaid room. 
That this deponent had a full view of the 
perſon of the ſaid Mrs. Newton; and ſhe 

| appeared 
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appeared to this deponent to be very big 
with child. And this deponent faith that 
very ſhortly afterwards, the deponent 
found a letter in the aforeſaid bed-cham- 
der, and, being herſelf unable to read 
writing hand, ſhe carried the ſame to the 
apprentice, who looked at it, and faid it 
Was a copy of a letter from Nrs. Newton 
to Captain Ackland. And this deponent 
faith, that on, or about three weeks after 
Mrs. Newton and the. other lady came to 
Mr. Rocke's houſe, Mrs. Newton was, in 
the night, delivered of a child by the ſaid 
Mr. Rocke, as this deponent verily, and 
in her conſcience believes, by reaſon of 
the preparation made uſe of the evening 
before; and alſo, by reaſon that the next 
morning this deponent found her ſauce- 
pans had been uſed in the night: and this 
deponent believes the child was carried 
away to ſome place by the ſaid John 
Rocke, by reaſon that his horſe was found 
ſaddled in the ſtable the next morning: 
that this deponent bath fince ſeen a child 
at nurſe, at a Mr. Sayer's, about a mile 
from Wells; and which child was very 
frequently afterwards brought to Mr, 
Rocke's, whilſt this deponent was in the 
family : that ſuch child was called John 
Rocke; or, when this deponent or others 

have 
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have aſked whoſe child it was, the ſaid 
Mr. and Mrs. Rocke would laugh and 
fay, It was their child; and at other times 
would ſay, It was nothing to any body whoſe 
child it was. And this deponent faith, 
that one morning, about a ſertaigbt after 
the time, in which this deponent is con- 
vinced the child was born, this deponent 
miſſed a hoop out of the dining-room, 
and from that time, this deponent was 
convinced only one perſon ſlept in the 
bed, before occupied by Mrs. Newton 
and the lady with her, although Mrs. 
Rocke pretended that both the ladies 
were {till in the houſe; and, about ten 
days afterwards, 'the ſaid other lady went 
away in the night-time, whilſt this depo- 
nent was in bed, as this deponent verily 
believes; and Mrs. Rocke fatd the ladies 
were gone that night. And further ſhe 
cannot depoſe, ſave that a number of baby 
cloaths were maid in the family, and in 
the town of Wells, by the direction of 
Mrs. Rocke, previous to the ſaid ladies 
coming to the houſe.

ANDREW DEW, of Stowey, in the 
county of Somerſet, aged thirty-ſix years, 
and upwards, a witneſs produced and 
ſworn. | FL 
Too the ſecond and third articles of the 
faid allegation, this deponent ſaith, that he 
firſt came to know and be acquainted with 
John Newton, Eſq; and Catherine New- 
ton, his wife, by his being hired, at the 
city of Bath, to live with them as their 
ſervant, ſome time in the month of 
March, 1777, that this deponent conti- 
nued in their ſervice, and went with them 
to the city of Paris ſome time the No- 
vember following, where Mr. Newton 
and Mrs. Newton ſeparated : and.this de- 
ponent returned to England with Mr. 
Newton, leaving Mrs. Newton at Paris. 
That this deponent continued in the ſer- 
vice of Mr. Newton, from ſuch his re- 

turn from Paris, at King's Bromley, in 
the county of Stafford, until ſome time in 
January, 1778, when this deponent quit- 
ted the ſervice of Mr. Newton, and again 
went to Bath, and there found Mrs. 
Newton returned from Paris. And the 


deponent further ſaith, that, being at 
Bath, 
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Bath, and out of place, he received a let- 
ter ſome time in Auguſt, 177%, from Mrs. 
Newton, dated from Henſtridge, in the 
county of Somerſet, being about twenty- 
three miles from Wells, offering to take 
this deponent as her ſervant; and the de. 
ponent accordingly accepted of ſuch of- 
fer, and ſet off for Henſtridge according- 
ly, and then entered into the ſervice of 
the ſaid Mrs. Newton, at the houſe of 
her father, the Right Hon. and Rev. the 
Dean of Wells, at Henſtridge, and at the 
Deanery of Wells. And this deponent 
ſaith, that, in the latter end of the year 
1778, or the beginning of the year 1779, 
Capt. John Ackland, being quartered at 
Wells, where Mrs. Newton then was, 
with her father, the ſaid Capt. Ackland 
viſited at the deanery; and afterwards, 
when the family returned to Henſtridge, 
(which was in the May following) the 
{aid Capt. Ackland came and ſlept there 
two or three different times: that, ſhort- 
ly after he came firſt to Wells, he became. 
very intimate in the Dean's family : but 
this deponent does not recolle& his ever 
ſleeping in the deanery, whilſt he was 
quartered at Wells, in the winter of the 
year 1778: but this deponent ſaith that 
ſome time in or about the latter end of

November, 1779, Capt. Ackland came on 
a viſit to the Deanery at Wells, where 
Mrs. Newton then was with her father. 
And this deponent faith, that, from that 
time, Capt. Ackland flept at the deanery ; 
and this deponent hath, in the courſe of 
that winter, frequently ſeen Capt. Ack- 
land and Mrs. Newton walkiog out arm 
in arm together, and ſome times with his 
arm round her waiſt: that the deponent 
hath alſo known them, in the courſe of 
the ſaid winter, go out two or three times 
together ſhogting ; and, at ſuch times, 

ſhe would ſometimes carry the gun. 
\ To the fifth, ſixth, ſeventh and eight 
articles of the ſaid allegation, this de- 
onent ſaith, that ſome time about the 
| Hora end of March, 17 80, this deponent 
attended on Mrs. Newton and, Capt. 
Ackland to Stowey, to look at a houſe 
there; which was then taken, as the de- 
ponent believes, by the ſaid Mrs. New- 
ton; and that, on or about the firſt or 
ſecond of May following Mrs. Newton: 
left her father's houſe at Wells, and came 
to, Stowey, accompanied by Capt. Ack-- 
land ; this deponent and his wife being 
ſent there a week before, to prepare. the 
ſaid houſe ; and, in about a fortnight af- 
terwards, Miis Gapper came there alſo. 
| | And 
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And this deponent ſaith, that the ſaid 
houſe ſo taken at Stowey, and into which 
Mrs. Newton came to reſide, was diſtant 
from Capt. Ackland's houfe at Fairfield, 
about three miles; that Capt. Ackland 
ſpent a great deal of his time with Mrs. 
Newton and Miſs Gapper at Stowey ; and 
there was a ſpare bed in the ſame houſe, 
in which he often flept. And this de- 
ponent faith, that after Mrs. Newton 
had been at Stowey about three months, 
this deponent obſerved her to be greatly 
encreaſed in fize and ſhape; and did 
then, from ſuch obſervation, think ſhe 
was with child: that ſom-time in the 
month of September, 1780, Mrs. Newton 
went to pay a viſit at the houſe of the 
Rev. Mr. Bowen, at Biſhop's Lydian, 
about ten miles from Stowey ; to which 
place the deponent attended her; and 
ſhe ſtayed there four or five days, and then 
returned to Stowey ; after which this de- 
ponent does not recolle& her going out, 
except one morning to Dunſter, and 
back again to dinner, until the 26th of 
October following, when a chaiſe came at 
about one o'clock at noon from Bridge- 
water, into which Mrs. Newton and Miſs 
Gapper got: that Mrs Newton had, the 
night before, informed this deponent's 

B 2 wife, 
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wife, that ſhe was a going out for a few 
days; but this deponent was not permit- 
ted to attend her, nor had any knowledge 
where ſhe was then going. 

To the tenth and eleventh articles of 
the ſaid allegation, this deponent faith, 
that, from the time Mrs. Newton quitted 
her ſaid houſe at Stowey, the deponent 
remained at her ſaid houſe, but never ſaw 
or heard from her, until the evening of 
the firſt of December following ; when a 
boy on horſeback came before, and ac- 
quainted the deponent that Mrs. Newton 
was coming : and about three quarters 
of an hour afterwards, (being then be- 
tween eight and nine o'clock in the even- 
ing) Mrs. Newton returned to her ſaid 
houſe at Stowey, accompanied by Miſs 
Gapper, in a chaiſe; which the deponent 
underſtood and believes was belonging to 
a place called Croſs; but which is not the 
way to Wells. And this deponent ſaith, 
that, on ſuch her return to Stowey, this 
deponent obſerved a great alteration in 
her ſhape and ſize, inſomuch, that this 
deponent did verily believe that ſhe had 
laid in: that Mrs. Newton ſtaid at home 
about a week, and then had a chaiſe and 
went to her father's houſe, at Wells, ac- 


companied by Maſs Gapper, and abs at 
be 
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her ſaid father's houſe about a month; as 
near as the deponent can recol lect, and then 
returned to her ſaid houſe at Stowey; at 
which time the deponent, by ber orders, 
met her with her: phaeton at Piper's Inn, 
in the direct road from Wells to Stowey. 
To therwelfth article of the ſaid allega- 
tion, this deponent ſaith, that he is certain 
the ſaid John Newton, from the time of his 
arrival at King's Bromley, in the county 
of Stafford; after his return from Paris, 
up to the time the deponent quitted his 
ſervice, conſtantly reſided at King's 
Bromley aforeſaid, apart from the ſaid 
Catherine Newton: that King's Bromley 
is, as this deponent verily believes, upwards 
of one hundred and twenty miles from 
Wells or Stowey ; and, from the time the 
deponent firſt went to live with Mrs. 
Newton, at her father's houſe, at Hen- 
ſtridge, to the laſt day of Auguſt, 1778, 
and during the whole of the years 1779 
and 1580, until the 6th of October, 1780, 
when he quitted her houſe, at Stowey, 
en during her abſence at that time 
from her ſaid houſe) this deponent was 
conſtantly attendant upon her in her ſer- 
vice: that he is certain ſhe never was 
at King's Bromley, or had any inter- 
courſe with the ſaid John Newton, her 
huſband, 
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huſband, whom this deponeat hath never 
feen fince he left her ſcrvice as aforeſaid. 
And further he cannot depoſe, ſave that 
the faid Mr. Newton is, as the deponent 
believes, upwards of ſixty years of age.

ANN DEW, wife of Andrew Dew, 
of Stowey, in the county of Somerſet, 
aged thirty-one years and upwards, a wit- 
neſs produced and ſworn, 
Io the firſt, ſecond, and third articles 
of the ſaid allegation, this deponent faith, 
that the firſt came to know and be ac- 
quainted with Mrs. Newton, by going to 
live with her as her ſervant, ſome time 
in the autumn of the year 1778: that 
Mrs. Newton then reſided at the houſe 
of her father, the Dean of Wells, at 
Henſtridge, in the county of Somerſet, 
about twenty-three or twenty-four miles 
from Wells: that this deponent conti- 
nued in ſuch her ſervice there, until the 

= month 
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month of May following, when ſhe quit- 
ted the ſame; but ſtill continued in Hen- 
ſtridge, and there ſaw Capt. Ackland vi- 
fiting at the houſe of the ſaid Lord Fran- 
cis Seymour, at Henftridge : that Mrs. 
Newton had made an acquaintance with 
him at Wells, where he was quartered : 
that this deponent never faw Captain 
Ackland and Mrs. Newton together at 
Wells. 

Io the fifth, fixth, ſeventh, and eighth 
articles of the faid allegation, this de 

nent faith, that on the 28th of April, 1780, 
this deponent again went to live ſervant 
with Mrs. Newton, at a houſe ſhe had 
taken at Stowey, being about thirty miles, 
as the deponent thinks, from Wells, and 
about three miles from Fairfield, where 
Captain Ackland has a houſe : that Mrs. 
Newton came to her faid houſe, at Stow- 
ey, on the firſt of May, 1780, accompanied 
by Captain Ackland ; and, in about a 
fortnight afterwards, Mrs. Newton went 
to Henſtridge, and fetched Miſs Gapper 
to her ſaid houſe ; and ſhe from that time 
reſided with Mrs. Newton: that a tent- 
bed was brought from Captain Ackland's, 
at Fairfield, and put up in a room in Mrs. 
Newton's houſe; and Captain Ackland 
was very frequently backwards and for- 
— 4 wards 
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wards at the houſe, and ſlept there very 
often, previous: to his canvas at Bridge- 
water, at the time of the general election; 
and the ſaid Captain Ackland u ſed fre- 
quently to come a retired way, acroſs 
the fields; but on what account the de- 
ponent knows not. And this deponent 
ſaith that at firſt, when Mrs. Newton 
came to Stowey, this deponent was per- 
mitted to be about her perſon; but in a 
little time afterwards, the deponent was 
not permitted to be with her when ſhe 
was dreſſing and undreſſing; but ſhe would 
at theſe times be only attended by Miſs 
Gapper. And this deponent faith, that 
about the month of July following, this 
deponent firſt began to obſerve an alteration 
in the ſhape and ſize of Mrs. Newton; and 
ſhe appeared to the deponent from that 
time, to grow viſibly bigger and bigger, 
and looked very much like a woman with 
child : that John Rocke, a man-midwife 
at Wells, came to ſee Mrs. Newton ſome 
time in the month of July, and' Captain 
Ackland was ſent for over; but what paſ- 
ſed, the deponent. knows not: that in 
September, 1781, Mrs. Newton and Miſs 
Gapper went: to pay a viſit at Mr, Bow- 
en's at Biſhop's Lydian, and ſtayed two or 
three days, and then returned to * 
f that 
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that Mrs. Newton afterwards went, one 
morning to Dunſter, and returned to din- 
ner, and did not afterwards go out, to the 
beſt of the deponent's recollection, until 
the 26th of October; when, having pre- 
viouſly told the deponent ſhe was going 
home, for a week or ten days, ſhe ſet off 
in the afternoon from her ſaid houſe at 
Stowey, in a poſt-chaiſe, belonging to the 
King's Head at Bridgewater, which was 
not the inn, from whence, at other times, 
ſhe had her chaiſes: but Mrs. Newton 
was only accompanied by Miſs Gapper ; 
and the chaiſe drove towards Bridgewater. 
And this deponent was afterwards inform - 
ed, and believes, it went to a village 
called Croſs : that Captain Ackland was 
at Mrs. Newton's when ſhe ſet off, and 
handed her into the chaiſe, at which time 
ſhe cried vzry much; and Capt. Ackland 
that day ſettled this deponent's book of 
houſe-keeping. 

To the tenth and eleventh articles of 
the ſaid allegation, this deponent faith, 
in the evening of the firſt of December, 
after Mrs. Newton left her ſaid houſe at 
Stowey, the deponent firſt heard from 
her, and then received a note by a boy, 
who came from Croſs, informing this de- 
ponent, that (he ſhould be at home that

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night to fupper; and Mrs. Newton dic 
accordingly come back to her ſaid houſe 
at Stowey, accompanied by Miſs Gapper, 
at about eight or nine o'clock that night: 
that, on ſuch her return home, this de- 
ponent remarked, that Mrs. Newton ap- 
peared very weak: that ſhe wore a hoop, 
and nevertheleſs there appeared an altera- 
tion viſible in her ſhape and fize. And 
this deponent did then verily believe that 
Mrs. Newton had laid in, during fuch her 
abſence from home. And this deponent 
ſaith, that after ſuch: her return home, ſhe 
did not go out for about a week ; during 
which time, Captain Ackland was back- 
wards and forwards at the houſe, as be- 
fore: that in about a week after her re- 
turn home, Mrs. Newton went to Wells 
and Henſtridge, as the deponent believes, 
and ſtayed away about a month; and then 
again returned home.

To the firſt, ſecond, and third articles 
of the ſaid allegation, this deponent faith, 
that ſhe firſt came to know Mrs. Newton, 
by her coming to live at Wells with her 
father, the Right Hon. and Rev. Lord 
Francis Seymour, ſome time about three 
years ſince ; that this deponent then lived 
at Wells, and there underſtood. that Mrs. 
Newton was come from France, where 
ſhe had been carried by her huſband. 
And this deponent faith, that after Mrs. 
Newton had been, at Wells ſome months, 
this deponent obſerved, that a particular 
acquaintance and intimacy was formed 
C 2 by 
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by her with a Captain Ackland, who was 
an officer- in the militia, quartered at 
Wells; and ſuch their intimacy and fa- 
miliarity, was much noticed and talked of 
in Wells; and this deponent hath herſelf, 
very frequently, i in the courſe of the year 
1779, ſeen Mrs. Newton and Captain 
Ackland, walking about, arm in arm, 
alone together, in the moſt familiar man- 
ner. 

To the ſeventh and eighth articles of 
the ſaid allegation, this deponent ſaith, 
that Mrs. Newton having, in the autumn 
of the year 1780, quitted her father's 
houſe at Wells, and removed to a houſe 
ſhe had taken at Stowey, being about two 
or three and twenty miles off, it became 
the general report at Wells, that Mrs. 
Newton was with child; and, ſometime 
in the month of November following, it 
was reported, that ſhe was come to Wells, 
and was ſecretly in the houſe of Mr. 
Rocke, a man- midwife there, for the pur- 
pole of being delivered ; that this depo- 
nent, being well acquainted with Hannah 
Foxwell, a ſervant in Mr. Rocke's fami- 
ly, and having enquired of her reſpecting 
ſuch report, and, being by her informed, 
that a lady was brought to the houſe of 
the laid Mr. Rocke ſecretly, in the night- 

time 
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time, and that ſhe was not permitted ta 
ſee her, this deponent was induced to look 
up at the windows of Mr. Rocke's houſe, 
as ſhe paſſed; and this deponent faith, 
that one afternoon, in the month of No- 
vember, 1780, as this deponent was paſ- 
ſing along, oppoſite Mr. Rocke's houſe, 
ſhe, looking up at one of the chamber- 
windows of his houſe, plainly faw Mrs.

knows not of his viſiting Mrs. Newton 
there, or accompanying her thither. 

Jo the ſeventh, eighth, ninth and 
tenth articles of the ſaid allegation, this 
deponent faith, that ſome time in the 
month of October, 1780, this deponent 
was firſt informed by her huſband, John 
Rocke, that he had let his lodgings to 
Mrs. Newton, and that ſhe was with 
child, and was coming to the ſaid lodg- 
ings to lye- in; and that therefore Dr.

Rocke returned home, and came in at 
the back door, and then went into the 
{treet, and returned in ſome minutes : 
that whilſt he was gone, Mrs. Newton 
and Miſs Gapper came in; and this de- 
nent then immediately conducted them 
up ſtairs. And this deponent faith, that 
Mrs. Newton was then very big with 
child, and every caution poſſible was 
made uſe of to prevent its being known 
| that 
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that ſhe was in the deponent's houſe ; and 
for that purpoſe, the deponent believes 
ſhe did at times ſay, that the lady was 
named Smith, (meaning Mrs. Newton) 
and that ſhe was a little inſane. And the 
deponent faith, that from the time Mrs. 
Newton and Miſs Gapper came into the 
deponent's houſe, until they quitted the 
ſame, the ſervants were not permitted to 
ſee them. And this deponent faith, that, 
in about a fortnight or three weeks after 
Mrs. Newton firſt came to the deponent's 
houſe, and on the 2oth or 21ſt of No- 
vember, 1780, as near as the deponent 
can ſpeak as to the time, at between five 
and fix o'clock in the morning, Mrs.

And this deponent faith, 
that the ſaid child was accordingly car- 
ried, as the deponent believes, by the 
ſaid James Sayer to Eliſabeth Sayer, and 
hath ever ſince remained at nurſe with 
her. And this deponent faith, that, in 
about ten days or a fortnight after Mrs. 
Newton was ſo delivered, ſhe, the ſaid 
Mrs. Newton and Miſs Gapper, left this 
deponent's houſe, and went in a chaiſe, 
bired from Cannon's Grove by the depo- 
nent's ſaid huſband, for the ſake of ſecre- 
ſy, at about five o'clock in the morning. 
And the deponent underſtood, and it was 
2greed upon in the deponent's hearing, 
that they ſhould go to Stowey, round by 
Briſtol : that, for the ſake of preſerving 
the ſecret, this deponent and her huſband 
continued to act in their houſe as if the 
ſaid ladies were there, until a week be- 
fore Chriſtmas, when they gave out to 
the ſervants, that the ladies were gone 
the night before. And this deponenr 
ſaith, that, ſome time about the 7th of 
December, Mrs. Newton came on a vi- 
ſit to her father, the Dean cf Wells, at 
the deanery.

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Too the twelfth article of the ſaid alle- 

gation, the deponent faith, that, to her 
knowledge and belief, ſhe never ſaw John 
Newton, Eſq; except once at Saliſbury, 
ſhortly after his marriage : that, from 
the time Mrs. Newton returned to Wells, 
from France, as by her pre-depoſed, ſhe 
always underſtood the ſaid Mrs. Newton 
was ſeperated from the producent, her 
huſband; and, from the manner in which 
ſhe choſe to have the lying-in conducted, 
and the ſecreſy enjoined by her on the 
occaſion, this deponent doth verily, and, 
in her conſcience, believe, that the child 
of which Mrs. Newton was ſo delivered, 
was not begotten by the ſaid John New-

JOHN ROCHE, of the city of Wells, 
in the county of Somerſet, ſurgeon and 
man-midwife, aged thirty-ſix years and 
upwards, a witneſs produced and ſworn. 

'To the ſecond and third articles of the 
ſaid allecation, this deponent faith, that, 


by 
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by his reſidence in the city of Wells, he 
hath known Catherine Newton, party in 
this cauſe, daughter of the Right Hon. 


and Rev. Lord Francis Seymour, Dean 


of Wells, from her infancy. And this 
deponent faith, that, ſome time three or 
four years ago, being as near as the de- 
onent can Peak as to time, ſhe the ſaid 
Tachavine Newton came to her faid fa- 
ther's houſe, at Wells; and it was then 
reported, that ſhe came from France, 
where her huſband, John Newton, Eſq; 
the producent in this cauſe, had left her; 
and after ſuch her, the ſaid Catherine 
Newton's return to Wells, and previous 
to her going to Stowey, as hereafter by 
him depoſed to, he has ſeen the articulate 
Captain Ackland, an officer in the militia 
quartered at Wells, ſeveral times walkin 
and riding out with the ſaid Catherine 
Newton. And this deponent hath heard, 
that he ſlept at the deanery, and was in- 
timate in the Dean's family : that, ſome 
time in the year 1779, this deponent ſaw 
the ſaid Captain Ackland and Catherine 
Newton at a maſquerade in Wells, and 
they danced together; but whether _ 
were dreſſed as articulate, cannot recol- 
let.

'To the ſeventh, eighth, ninth, tenth, 
and eleventh articles of the ſaid allegation, 
the deponent ſaith, that ſome months 
before the ſaid Catherine Newton came 
to this deponent's houſe, but more par- 
ticularly as to the time he cannot depoſe, 
the articulate Captain Ackland came to 
this deponent, apparently alarmed, and 
told this deponent, he was afraid Mrs. 
Newton (meaning the ſaid Catherine 
Newton) was with child. And the faid 
Catherine Newton, two or three times 
afterwards, ſent to this deponent to 
come to her at Stowey ; and he accord- 
ingly viſited her there; and, from her 
own ſuppoſition, and the nature of her 
complaints, this deponent concluded that 
| ſhe was with child. And this deponent 
| ſaith, 
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ſaith, that ſix or eight weeks previous to 
the ſaid Catherine Newton's coming to 
this deponent houſe, it was agreed, be- 
tween the ſaid Catherine Newton and 
this deponent, that ſhe the ſaid Catherine 
Newton ſhould come to this deponent's 
houſe at Wells, to lye-in privately ; but 
whetherſuch agreement was ſettled at Sto- 
wey or elſewhere, this deponent cannot re- 
collect: that at the time ſuch agreement 
was ſo made, the articulate Dr. Steven- 
ſon was in the deponent's lodgings, but 
uitted the ſame ſome days previous to 
the ſaid Catherine Newton's coming to 
lye-in in this deponent's houſe; which was 
ſo agreed to be conducted with the ut- 
moſt ſecrecy ; and that Miſs Gapper ar- 
ticulate ſhould attend her. And this 
deponent verily believes, that at that 
time, no other perſons, ſave the ſaid 
Captain Ackland and Miſs Gapper, was 
acquainted therewith.

- And this deponent ſays, 
that, for the preſervation of ſecreſy, ſhe, 
the ſaid Catherine Newton, from the 
time ſhe ſo entered into this deponent's 
houſe, to the time of quitting the ſame, 
was conſtantly and only attended by the 
deponent and his wife and fellow witneſs, 
Hannah Rocke, and who was the only 
perſon in the deponent's family who was 
made acquainted with the ſaid Catherine 
Newton's being with child. And this 
deponent ſays, that in about a fortnight 
or three weeks after the ſaid Catherine 
Newton firſt came to lodge at the depo- 
nent's houſe aforeſaid, and on a morning

Marſhal of Boſwell- court Queen's. ſquare, 
in the pariſh of St. George, Bloomſbury, 
in the county of Middleſx, aged thirty- 
one years and upwards, a witneſs pro- 
veal and ſworn. 

'To the ſecond and third articles of the 
ſaid allegation, this deponent ſays, that ſhe 
firſt came to know and be acquainted with 
John Newton and Catherine Newton, 
parties in this cauſe, by going to live as 
ſervant in their family as lady's maid, in 
the month of June, 1776, as near as the 
deponent can now recollect as to the time. 
'T his deponent ſays, that ſome time in the 
month of October, 1777, the {aid Cathe- 
rine Newton and John Newton, Eſq; ſet 
off for Paris in France, attended by this 

N deponent ; 
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deponent; and he the ſaid John Newton 
returned to England, and brought the de- 
ponent back, ſome time in the latter end 
of the next month: that the deponent 
then went home to her father's, leaving 
the ſaid John Newton at King's Bromley, 
Staffordſhire, apart from the ſaid Cathe- 
rine Newton, his wife. And this depo- 
nent ſays, that ſhe went again to live ſer- 
vant with the ſaid Catherine Newton, in 
the month of March, 1778, ſhe the ſaid 
Catherine Newton being come back from 
France, and reſiding with her father, the 
Rt. Hon. and Rev. Lord Francis Seymour, 
Dean of Wells, at Wells in Somerſetſhire, 
and the deponent continued in ſuch her 
ſervice till the month of May, 1780. 
And this deponent ſaith, that in the courſe 
of the year 1779, and whilſt the ſaid Ca- 
therine Newton reſided with her father 
as aforeſaid, the articulate Captain Ack- 
hand, an officer in the militia, became ve- 
ry intimate in the faid Dean's family, and 
ſpent molt of his time with them, and 
ſlept at the deanery at Wells, and a par- 
ticular intimacy appeared to be formed

' chamber, and at other times hath ſeen 
them in her bed chamber with each other.

To the twelfth article of the ſaid alle- 
gation, this deponent ſaith, that from the 
time this deponent went to live with the 
ſaid Catherine Newton, in or about the 
month of March, 1778, at her father's 
houſe at Wells, as aforeſaid, to the time 
the deponent quitted her ſervice on her 
going to See in the beginning of May, 
1780, ſhe the ſaid Catherine Newton con- 
ſtantly reſided with her ſaid father either 
at Wells or Henſtridge, and was conſtant- 
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ly attended and waited on by this depo- 
nent, ſave and except that ſhe the ſaid 
Catherine Newton went on a viſit for a- 
bout eight or ten days, in or about De- 
cember, 1778, to her uncle Lord William 
Seymour, about fifteen miles from Bath, 
where ſhe was attended by the deponent;

JOHN DAVIS, of the city of Bath, in 
the county of Somerſet, aged forty years 
and upwards, a witneſs produced and 
{worn. 

To the firſt, ſecond, and third articles 
of the ſaid allegation, this deponent faith, 
that he firſt came to know the Hon. Ca- 
therine Newton, party in this cauſe, by 
his going to live as a fervant with her fa- 
ther, the Right Hon. and Rev. Lord Fran- 

cis 
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cis Seymour, in the month of April, 1776: 
that Mrs. Newton was not then married, 
but lived with her faid father at Wells. 
And this deponent faith, that in little 
more than a year and a half after her 
marriage, to wit, fome time in the begin- 
ning of the year 1778, the ſaid Mrs. 
Newton, being ſeparated from her huſ- 
band, ſhe returned to her ſaid father's 
houſe at Wells; and fome time in the 
ſpring of the year following, John Ack- 
land, Eſq; who was an officer in the mi- 
litia, quartered at Wells, became very in- 
timate in the Dean's family; and, towards 
the latter end of the ſaid year, (as the 
deponent beſt remembers) Captain Ack- 
land came on a viſit to the deanery, and 
was there, and with the family, until the 
latter end of April, or beginning of May 
following; and, during that ſpace of time, 
almoſt conſtantly ſlept, either at the dea- 
nery at Wells, or at Lord Francis Sey- 
mour's other houſe, at Henſtridge in the 
ſame county.

to reſide at a houſe ſhe had taken at Sto- 
wey, which 1s about twenty-eight miles 
from Wells, and about two miles from 
Fairfield, where Captain Ackland has a 
houſe : that Captain Ackland left the dea- 
nery at the ſame time, and accompanied 
Mrs. Newton : that this deponent conti- 
nued in the ſervice of the Dean, and 
therefore knows not what paſled at 
Stowey. 

To the twelfth article, this deponent 
ſaith, that, by living ſervant with the 
Dean of Wells, at the time of the marri— 
age of Mrs. Newton, this deponent be— 
came perſonally acquainted with John 
Newton, Eſq; and, during this depo- 
nent's continuing in the ſaid ſervice, 
which was until the 26th of March now 
laſt paſt, the deponent ſaith he never ſaw

thirty miles from Wells, in the ſummer 
of the year 1779; and alſo on a viſit to 
the Rev. Mr. Wickham at Horſington, 
where ſhe ſtayed ſome weeks about Chriſt- 
mas time, before ſhe went to Stowey, as 
the deponent beſt recollects. And this 
deponent therefore faith, that he is cer- 
tain, there never was any acceſs, inter- 
courſe, or connection between the ſaid 
Mrs. Newton and the ſaid Mr. Newton, 
during the whole winter of the year 1779, 
or the month of January, February, 
March, and April, of the year 1780.
